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Preface 

There is a widespread movement among many churches to make their 
places of worship more beautiful and their services more ritualistic. 
New church buildings and old ones being remodeled are often restoring 
the chancel and altar to their proper places. Orders of service are being 
enriched and rearranged. This new hunger for the element of beauty 
in worship represents a genuine need and the stirring of a new-age spirit. 
The orders of worship in this book grew out of the experiences of a group 
of people who are trying to meet spiritual needs today and to reclaim 
some of the beauty of earlier worship experiences. 

This rapidly growing movement in which a larger place is given to 
order and beauty in the service of worship means a new combination of 
religious forces. For centuries the older churches kept alive the spirit 
of Christianity by means of rituals and ceremonies, largely without 
sermons. These churches finally lost their hold on the more progressive 
peoples because they were unresponsive to modern needs. They did not 
believe in democracy or public education. They continued the emphasis 
upon the fears rather than the loves of religion. They made religion an 
inherited possession rather than a fellowship based on personal experi- 
ence. They gave the people of the churches no liberty in thought, action, 
or control in church affairs, and in many instances tried to thwart all 
such aspirations in political and social realms. 

Finally these repressed forces broke forth in the Reformation, pro- 
ducing Protestantism in the church and democracy ha the state. The 
protesting churches naturally enough specialized in their new freedoms, 
the pulpit displaced the altar, the sermon and pastoral prayer absorbed 
most of the ritual. The effort exemplified in this book is an attempt to 
combine the liberties, reforms and prophetic functions of Protestantism 
with the beauty of ritual which does not contradict the newer and finer 
things we have learned about God, life and man. It is a new alignment 
of religious forces, with great promise, the future of which cannot yet 
be told. 

The order followed in these services is exceedingly old. In early 
Christian worship, in synagogue worship, and even in some of the more 
ancient temple ceremonies, the general plan of the service is much the 
same. It begins with a note of praise and aspiration to create a realiza- 
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tion of the presence of God. The next note is confession. Whenever 
the individual feels the presence of the Almighty, the contrast between 
human life and God's life inevitably produces a sense of humility. The 
service begins on the heights of praise and soon descends to the valley 
of confession. This experience is good for the soul, but if worship is to 
end in the valley it can bring neither joy nor uplift. Its next task is 
while retaining a sense of humility to rise to the altitude of assurance 
where the people can recite their beliefs and offer their prayers with 
a sense of pardon and the confidence of a new hope. 

Having acquired assurance through the discipline of humility, the 
next question is what shall be done about it, and the resolute expression 
of dedication as a tangible evidence of thankfulness is the climax of this 
part of the worship service. This is especially important for an age that 
is active and finds its religion more through its experiences than through 
its reflections. High resolve, however, is not the end of religious experi- 
ence. We need also knowledge and power to put the new resolutions at 
work and keep them there. This requires instruction and inspiration 
and here the sermon has its unrivaled opportunity, working upon minds 
and hearts which have just been led through the various moods of wor- 
ship which should develop receptivity at its best. Aside from a some- 
what larger background of praise before the note of confession and a 
stronger emphasis upon dedication to meet more fully our modern feel- 
ing, these services follow a pathway that has been handed down across 
the centuries. 

The old order should be kept, but the content of the older services of 
worship is in large measure unacceptable to our present moods of thought 
and action. This is due to discarded theologies and archaic language. 
Also there is a craving for some mention of our modern problems, other- 
wise religion is apt to seem unrelated to reality. The task of this book, 
therefore, was to find beautiful, intellectually acceptable and spiritually 
uplifting materials to use in the frame of the ancient order. The material 
was gathered in the only way such things should be gathered; namely, in 
the actual experience of congregational worship. For several years Park 
Church in Grand Rapids, Michigan, has been making these changes. 
This little book testifies to results actually achieved. In common with 
other churches which are experimenting in this field, the church where 
these services originated bears witness to growing satisfactions in wor- 
ship, felt by an ever-increasing number of people.

How to Use This Book 

Because beauty should be found in a carefully planned order of wor- 
ship, this book suggests a certain order to be followed. Much freedom 
of choice is possible, however, and several alternatives are offered. Cer- 
tain sections can be omitted if desired without spoiling the harmony, 
and at two places in each service a choice of materials is suggested. 

Orders of Worship for Morning or Evening, Services One \to Fifteen 
These are intended primarily for morning worship, although by omitting 
some of the sections they can be shortened sufficiently for a vesper or 
evening service. The full service can be completed in one hour and a 
quarter, allowing from twenty-five to thirty minutes for the sermon. 
The various elements in the service are as follows: 

The Organ Prelude should be as devotional as possible. In some 
churches the prelude begins ten or fifteen minutes before the hour of 
the main service. Appreciation of the musical service leads the people 
to arrive promptly, the confusion of tardiness is minimized, and definite 
worship values are created. 

The Hymn of Praise The congregational hymn is generally re- 
garded as the most effective way of creating a worshipful atmosphere 
and emphasizing the unity of purpose which brought the people together. 
The suggestion that the hymn be a processional does not necessitate a 
chancel, a vested choir, or a march down the aisle. In any church a 
beautiful effect may be achieved by having the choir sing the first stanza 
outside the sanctuary, the congregation rising and the choir entering 
with the beginning of the second stanza. 

Call to Worship and Invocation This may be exceedingly brief and 
given by the minister only. If so, the people can remain standing 
through the Sentences of Praise and the first congregational prayer. 

The assumption is, however, that if a church wishes to enrich its 
order of worship it will desire some choir responses. This part of the 
service offers one of the best opportunities for antiphonal responses be- 
tween the minister and the choir. If this is done the people should 
be seated first, otherwise they will be called upon to stand for too long 
a time. 

The Sentences of Praise These are Scriptural and to be read 
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responsively. They express pure praise, that is worship of God, for what 
he is and not for what he does for us. 

The Prayer of Praise or Thanksgiving The title of this prayer 
changes from praise to thanksgiving according to the contents. The 
" Amen " may be congregational or choral as preferred. An organ inter- 
lude may well follow at this point to allow the late-comers to be seated. 

Choir or Sermonette for Children Three alternatives are possible 
here. This number may be omitted, it may be a choir number or a 
sermonette for children. If the children are dismissed at this time it is 
recommended that the organ play during their retirement and that this 
be followed by a brief Call to Confession by the choir, preceding the 
Call to Confession by the minister. The movement of the children is 
bound to distract attention to some extent. The reality of the note of 
confession is one of the acid tests of the service, and it will be found 
that the choir can recall wandering thoughts more quickly than the 
minister can. 

Call to Confession This is always Scriptural, usually a direct ap- 
peal to the people, although in some instances it may be a description 
of the needs and blessings of repentance. 

Prayer of Humility These are unison prayers, in the main from 
modern sources. The older prayers on the subject are apt to have a note 
of groveling fear, inconsistent with our Christian thought. The " Amen " 
may be congregational or choral as preferred. If a prayer for pardon or 
absolution is desired it can be given by the minister following the Prayer 
of Humility. 

Scripture Reading This can be a single reading, or if two lessons 
are preferred they can both be given at this point, connected by a 
Gradual by the choir if desired. In some churches where only one 
Scripture Reading is used the procedure is as follows: the minister an- 
nounces the location of the reading; the choir chants the first part of the 
Gloria Tibi; the Lesson is read; the minister says, "Here endeth the 
Lesson, and may God add his blessing to the reading of his Word " ; and 
the choir chants the last part of the Gloria Tibi. 

This is the historic location of the Scripture Reading. It is the point 
in the service where the turn is made from humility to assurance, and 
the old feeling was right, that the Scriptures offer the surest footing from 
which to begin the climb reaching from the self-abasement of confession 
to the confidence of belief and prayer. Obviously the selection or se- 
lections should sound the notes of faith and inspiration. In liturgical 
churches the Lessons are appointed for the various Sundays of the 
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church year, with no regard for sermon themes. If a particular sermon 
needs some Scripture Lesson which is not abounding in confidence, it 
will usually be better to take a portion of the sermon time to make the 
desired connection rather than to lower the note of assurance in the 
regular lesson. 

Confession oj Faith The services provide Confessions of Faith of 
considerable-variety. They are based on the realities of Christian experi- 
ence where most people agree, rather than on theological interpretation 
where many people differ. No attempt has been made to attain either 
the authority or completeness of creedal standards, and these statements 
should not be judged as " creeds " in any technical sense. They are 
merely assertions of conviction based on common experiences. Other 
creeds or statements of faith may be substituted in place of the suggested 
material when desired. If a denominational creed is desired this may 
be printed and pasted on the inside cover of this book. Some churches 
may prefer to have the people stand during the Confession of Faith. 
The introductory sentence serves a double purpose. It makes the 
authority of Christ the starting point of each confession, and also focuses 
the attention of the congregation. 

Prayers of Petition and Intercession Another choice is possible 
here. One or more of these prayers can be used, or they can all be 
omitted, in which case the Choir number will follow immediately the 
Confession of Faith. If they are omitted, however, the people have little 
or no part in making definite requests, as the rest of the service neces- 
sarily deals largely in generalities. Prayer is also presented here in its 
proper form, for ideally the one who offers a prayer should never be the 
one to say the " Amen." In some churches it is customary to have the 
organ played very softly during these prayers. 

The introductory sentences preceding these prayers furnish a natural 
transition from assurance expressed in statements of conviction to as- 
surance assumed in the act of prayer. 

The prayers follow a rather definite cycle. One, usually the first, is 
for some interest considerably broader than the local parish. One prayer 
usually remembers the needs of sorrow and sickness. Another prayer 
is for some special object such as our country, the church, the President. 
The closing prayer is usually a petition for inspiration and consistent 
living. 

Choir This is the place in the service where contrast of some sort 
is most essential, and the choir has the best opportunity to contribute its 
ministry of music. 
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Pastoral Prayer No amount of liturgy can destroy the value of free 
prayer. Not all free prayer is good, but it has an opportunity nothing 
else can rival. A Pastoral Prayer in the midst of a liturgy will naturally 
be somewhat different from one unassociated with ritual. It need not 
be long, for it is not the only prayer in the service; it need not be com- 
prehensive, as the various notes of praise, confession, assurance and 
petition have already been sounded. Furthermore, it should be prayer 
of a high literary and spiritual value, otherwise the contrast between the 
free prayer and the liturgical prayer will be unfortunate. It presents 
a distinct challenge for more prayer and care concerning prayer. The 
question of whether the Pastoral Prayer shall close with the Lord's 
Prayer and a Choir Response is optional. 

The Hymn of Assurance is the musical expression of congregational 
confidence, after the facts of sin and weakness have been honestly faced, 
and assurance of pardon and power has been gained. 

The Prayer of Dedication for the Offering The service of dedica- 
tion begins at this point and continues through the Gloria. The thought 
of this prayer offered in advance is that the offering may be acceptable 
and used for worthy purposes. Its effectiveness will be increased if those 
who are to take the offering will come forward during the singing of 
the last stanza of the preceding hymn and stand in front of the pulpit 
or altar while the minister offers this prayer. 

The Offertory Music will come during the taking of the offering, and 
may be either organ or choral music. The notes of confidence and con- 
secration are the most appropriate. The more impersonal this music is 
the better it will be. If there is to be an organ solo this is the best place 
for it; if there is to be a vocal solo, this is the worst location possible. 

Doxology Sentences and Prayer of Dedication Gloria These 
constitute a service of personal reconsecration. Worship is ineffectual 
which does not raise the question, " Lord what wilt thou have me to do ? " 
Two of the most distinctive elements of Protestantism have been the em- 
phasis placed on social service, and the moral passion for reform, based 
on personal liberties and experience. This should be the climax of the 
liturgical part of the service. It is a condensed drama of the greatest 
contribution of Protestant history to the world. When the congregation 
rises to sing the Doxology, pledges itself anew to the service of God and 
men, and closes with the Gloria it has made a supreme appeal to the 
emotions of faith directed toward personal enlistment under the banner 
of the cross. It is our closest approach to the spiritual fervor of the 
Catholic at the elevation of the host. It will be more effective if those 
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who take the offering return to the pulpit or altar during the singing of 
the Doxoldgy, and remain standing through the Gloria, after which the 
organ should cover their return and the entrance of the minister into the 
pulpit. 

The Sermon The movement toward ritual is in no sense a movement 
away from the sermon. The pulpit is the preacher's throne; the sermon 
his supreme opportunity and responsibility. For that reason the spoken 
word deserves the best possible background and most effective setting. 
The more impressive ritual is, the more inspirational the sermon can be; 
for it can then make its appeal to minds, hearts and souls already brought 
into worshipful moods. This is especially important today when most 
churches prefer sermons considerably briefer than were formerly ex- 
pected. With a successful ritualistic foundation the sermon need spend 
little or no time in creating devotional atmosphere and almost immedi- 
ately can present the vital part of its message. In many churches the 
minister closes the sermon with a short prayer and the choir answers with 
the three-fold or seven-fold " Amen " or other appropriate response. 

Hymn of Peace It is not necessary that this hymn should always 
express the note of peace but ordinarily that seems the most appropriate 
thought for the closing hymn and Benediction. The question of whether 
this shall be a recessional is the same problem stated for the Hymn of 
Praise, except that if so used it will be the last stanza, during which the 
people are seated and silent. 

Silent Prayer and Benediction Silence has a worship value which 
few realize. The length of the period is entirely governed by the minister 
as it continues until he begins the Benediction. These moments of silence 
and the rising of the congregation for the Doxology will often be the two 
most impressive parts of the service. If the people offer individual silent 
prayers at this point, the worship experience has been real and vital. 
Chimes or soft organ music may follow the Benediction, merging into 
the Organ Postlude. 

Orders of Worship for the Church Year. Services 16 to 31 With a 
few exceptions these services follow the same order as the first fifteen 
orders of worship, and the explanatory suggestions offered there apply 
here with equal force. 

Brief Orders oj Worship. Services S2 to 84 These follow the same 
order of development as the other services but in condensed form. The 
notes of praise and confession are combined hi the congregational prayer, 
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thus eliminating the service of confession as a distinct portion. The 
Prayers of Petition and Confession of Faith are omitted. The Sentences 
and Prayer of Dedication are replaced by a short ministerial prayer. 
These briefer orders of worship may be found more acceptable for summer 
Sundays, or for any Sunday when the presentation of some special cause 
needs more time than is usually available. 

Orders of Worship for Evensong. Services 35 to 4 The evensong 
orders of worship are for use at either a vesper or evening service. These 
have been planned to make fewer demands on the congregation, and to 
give more emphasis to the musical parts. By omitting some of the 
musical numbers, however, as much time can be left for the sermon as in 
the morning service if desired. 

There are two main points of difference between the evensong services 
and the general orders of worship. Under the heading Service of Praise, 
Scriptural sentences have been provided which can be used as in the 
morning service, or a Service of Praise can be given by the choir, or the 
minister and choir. The material which in the morning service is called 
Prayers of Petition and Intercession, is called Service of Prayer in the 
evensong services, and is to be given by the minister and choir. There 
are four prayers under this heading. In some churches the choir responds 
with a single " Amen " after the first two prayers, using the two-fold 
" Amen " after the third, and the three-fold " Amen " after the fourth 
prayer; or the people may respond with the " Amen " after the first 
three prayers. 

General Suggestions The organist can be of great help in binding 
together the various elements of a service with soft music, thus giving 
the feeling of a continuous worship experience rather than the impression 
of detached numbers of a program. The number of the service to be used, 
and the numbers, and if possible the stanzas, of the hymns, should be 
posted on hymn-boards or printed in the church bulletin to avoid the 
necessity of making these announcements. No place has been left for 
the announcements of church activities. In churches without a weekly 
bulletin this may be necessary, but whenever it can be dispensed with the 
worship atmosphere will be more easily sustained. Printing the words 
of the choir numbers will be found helpful. 

A beautiful order of worship can be spoiled by careless usage. The 
prayers and responses should be read with deep feeling and correct 
emphasis. The leader of worship should brood over the prayers and 
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responses until they become thoroughly his own. If the members of the 
congregation will share in this brooding experience it will add profoundly 
to the spiritual power of worship. This makes it desirable to have copies 
of this Book of Worship in the homes, and an announcement in the 
church bulletin of the service to be used the following Sunday. It is 
possible that in many homes this may make some form of family worship 
more probable, at least once a week. It is strongly urged that these 
services shall not be read so rapidly that it is impossible for the people 
to keep in unison or to give thought to the meaning. 

Different churches although following the same order of service, will 
still find latitude to express their individual preferences in worship. 
The use of organ, choir, responses, pastoral prayer and sermon can be 
so varied that the same general order can serve the tastes, needs and 
resources of different congregations. A common order of service can 
still leave room for nonconformity.
